DESERTED AS BABY, YOUTH 
FINDS AND WOUNDS FATHER |

Get Revenge and Now Will 
Be Deported.

CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 20.—An- 
drew Kolancic, 25 years old, who, 
according to immigration officials 
here, crossed the Atlantic and 
rained illegal entry into the United 
States with the avowed purpose of 
killing his father, must go back to 
Czecho-Slovakia, his vengeance un- 
accomplished. 

Kolancic found his father last 
week in Youngstown, O., and shot 
him. The bullet struck the victim 
in the neck and the elder Kolancic 
will recover. 

Kolancic says his father desert- 
ed his family 25 years ago, when 
Kolancic was three months old, 
according to Immigration Inspector 
Garfikle. A sister of the youth 
came to America first, located her 
father in Youngstown, and notified 
her brother. It is understood she 
was unaware of his plans for re- 
venge. 

Youngstown police, despite the 
fact that Kolancic has confessed to 
murderous intent in the shooting, 
will not press the charge. Instead, 
they have turned him over to im- 
migration authorities, who plan to 
bring him to Cleveland tomorrow 
and hold him for deportation. Ko- 
lancic sits stolidly in jail, without 
remorse, sorry only on one ac- 
count, “his aim was bad.”

CELEBRATED PIANIST, DIES

When he had climbed to sufficient 
height with Ormond as his passen- 
ger, he began stunting. The plane 
went into a spin and one wing col- 
lapsed.

99,9 PCT. WAR DEAD IDENTIFIED

registered graves either at home or 
in France. 

The total number of deaths in 
the A. E. F., including those wito 
died on transports, is placed at 77,- 
771. On June 30 of this year the 
number of registered graves was 
77,701 of which 46,284 were in 
the United States, 605 in foreign 
countries for private interment 
and 320,812 remaining in Europe.

His plea for a stay of execution 
to Justice Brandeis will be on the

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20. — This 
writer is able to state to the public 
today for the first time the exact 
situation regarding the materia! in 
the files of the Department of Jus- 
tice bearing on the cases of Sacco 
and Vanzetti, who, in the absence 
of a further reprieve are to be ex- 
ecuted on the midnight between 
next Monday and Tuesday. 

The writer has every reason to 
believe that the Department of 
Justice has no desire to suppress 
this material and that it would con- 
vey the whole of it to Gov. Fuller 
of Massachusetts if the Governor 
should ask for it. Many officials 
in the department would be pleased 
and relieved if Gov. Fuller should 
come forward with such a request. 

The Department of Justice of the 
Federal Government is widely in- 
ternationally held to have inspired 
the proceedings in Massachusetts 
against these two alien anarchists 
and to be engaged now in conceal- 
ing numerous ascertained facts 
which, if revealed, would establish 
the innocence of the condemned 
men and would save their lives. 

Nature of Federal Reports. 

This writer is able to say that to 
his personal knowledge there is 
material in the files of the Depart- 
ment of Justice which shows that 
the activities of the Federal Gov- 
ernment regarding Sacco and Van- 
zetti have had in general the fol- 
lowing course and character:

“No one who knows anything 
of the law would hold that the 
trial of Sacco and Vanzetti was 
a void proceeding. They might 
argue that it was voidable and 
ought to be set aside by those 
having power to do it, but until 
set aside, the proceeding must 
stand. That is the difference 
between void and voidable, and 
I have no power to set the pro- 
ceeding aside. That, subject to 
the exception that I shall men- 
tion, rests wholly with the State. 
.Not Matter of Cutting Red Tape 

“T have received many letters 
from people who seem to sup- 
pose that I have a genera! dis- 
cretion to see that justice is 
done They are written with 
the confidence that sometimes 
goes with ignorance of the law. 
Of course, as I have said, I have 
no such power. The relation of 
the United States and the Courts 
of the United States to the 
States and the Courts of the 
States is a very delicate matter 
that has occupied the thoughts 
of statesmen and Judges for @ 
hundred years and cannot be 
disposed of by a summary state- 
ment that justice requires me to 
cut red tape and intervene. Far 
stronger cases than this have 
risen with regard to the blacks

The Department of Justice was 
engaged in no pursuit whatsoever 
of Sacco and Vanzetti at the time 
when they were arrested in Massa- 
chusetts, May 5, 1920, on the charge 
of having taken part in the South 
Braintree murders of Parmenter 
and Berardelli. 

The department's attention was 
attracted to them afterward in the 
course of an investigation of the 
bomb explosion Sept. 16, 1920, in 
Wall Street, New York. The bu- 
reau of investigation of the De- 
partment of Justice formed the 
theory that this explosion was the 
work of a certain group of Italian 
anarchists called the Galleani 
group. 

An old record showed that Sacco 
and Vanzetti had been among the 
subscribers to the periodical is- 
sued by the Galleani group and 
called Cronaca Sovversiva. 

Two suspected members of that 
group—Salsedo and Elia—had al- 
ready been arrested for alleged 
complicity in the bomb outrages 
which had taken place in numer- 
ous American cities in the pre- 
ceding year, 1919. 

Vanzetti, a few days before his 
arrest for the south Braintree mur- 
ders, had visited New York to con- 
fer with fellow-anarchists there re- 
garding Salsedo's arrest and de- 
tention. 

The Department of Justice ac- 
tually did not know of this visit 
but both Vanzetti and Sacco, when 
arrested by State officers, were 
told merely that they had been 
picked up as “suspicious charac- 
ters” and were at once interrogat- 
ed as to their “radicalism.” They 
both thereupon gave lying answers 
which lawyers for the defense at- 
tribute to their consciousness of 
Vanzetti’s visit to New York and 
of their general association with 
radical circles. 

Had No Hand in Murder Charge. 

With this start of the case 
against Sacco and Vanzetti and 
with the subsequent formulation of 
the murder charge against them 
the Department of Justice had 
nothing to do. 

The Department of Justice was 
not interested in Sacco and Van- 
zetti as possible murderers of Par- 
menter and Beradelli. It was in- 
terested in them as possible inform- 
ants concerning the Galilean! anar- 
chistic group and the Wal) Street 
bomb explosion.

Article 
29 of the bill of rights of our State 
constitution declares: ‘It is the 
right of every citizen to be tried by 
judges as free, impartial and inde- 
pendent as the lot of humanity will 
permit.’ 


A Stain On the Record. 

“We now confront this fact, that 
the only court which has met the 
charge of partiality embodied in 
the affidavits and letters, present- 
ed to the Governor, impeaching 
Judge Thayer’s competence to pre- 
side in the Sacco-Vanzetti case, 
under Article 29 of the Bill of 
Rights, is the court of Judge Thay- 
er himself. Unless corrected in 
some way this circumstance will 
pass into history as a stain on the 
record of the Massachusetts judi- 
ciary according to the moral judg- 
ment of the world. 


“Gov. Fuller can remove this 
stain, insofar as executive action 
is capable of doing it under pres- 
ent conditions, by commuting the 
death sentences to life imprison- 
ment, 


“The Governor has much greater 
freedom of action, under the State 
constitution, than the courts. For 
he, advised by his council, has the 
prerogative of revising criminal 
senténces on the ground of public 
policy.“ 

Church Paper’s View. 


“The moral issue of Judge Thay- 
er’s attitude in the tria) has not 
been extinguished by the Supreme 
Court's decision. And how has it 
already impressed the conscience 
of Massachusetts? The Congrega- 
tionalist, the spokesman of the 
great religious denomination that 
was the first to take root in Bos- 
ton some three centuries ago, has 
soberly treated this delicate subject 
in its last issue: 


“"We are accustomed oftentimes 
to admire the workings of the Eng- 
lish courts. It is almost certain 
that had indiscreet remarks, such 
as those attributed to Judge Thay- 
er, an indiscretion which the in- 
vestigating committee acknowl- 
edges, been charged against an 
English Judge, the whole proceed- 
ing which he had conducted would 
have been invalidated, and he 
would probably have been im- 
peached. Massachusetts’ Judges 
are appointde, like English Judges, 
for life or during good conduct. 
That very fact involves tremendous 
responsibilities on the part of the 
men who occupy the bench and the 
governmental authorities that are 
back of them.

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GOUNTERFEITER GETS 
79 YEARS AT DETROII 


Former St. Louisan Studied En- 
graving Eight Years Before 
Issuing Notes. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 20.— 
Hugo Hedin, former waiter at the 
Racquet and Noonday Clubs in St. 
Louis, who said he learned to be 
a counterfeiter by studying books 
on engraving at the Public Libra- 
ry there in his spare time. today 
was sentenced to 25 years in Leav- 
enworth Penitentiary by Federal 
Judge Dawkins when he pleaded 
guilty to counterfeiting $5 notes. 

Hedin, who is 39 years old, says 
he studied eight years before en- 
graving a plate for a $5 counterfeit 
note. He left St. Louts, coming to 
Detroit where he went into coun- 
terfeiting on a large scale. 
mitted passing 500 Spurious $5 
bills on Detroit merchants. 

When Government agents ar- 
rested him after a small merchant 
had’ become suspicious of a bad 
bill given to him, they found 1500 
counterfeit bills in his room and 
75 others nearing completion. He 
also had a plate partially engraved, 
with which he intended making 
$10 bills. Secret Service men here 
said he was one of the cleverest 
counterfeiters they had known. 

He will be eligible for parole 
after five years, and Judge Daw- 
kins warned him that release at 
that time would depend on his 
good behavior in prison.

Langdon R. Jones of Kennett, 
Mo., said that relief which came 
in five or 10 years would be too 
late, and that help must be ex- 
tended by the Government or there

Present Engineers Report. 


While nearly all the speakers 
told only of conditions without of- 
fering suggestions for relief, L. T. 
Berthe, of Memphis, an engineer, 
presented a report from the en- 
gineering committee of the asso- 
ciation. 

In the main, this report urged

As told in these columns 
some weeks ago the Orpheum will lower its scale of admission prices 
and, in addition to its regular vaudeville, will make a feature of {ts 
motion picture program of first run films: The American is to have 
several weeks of the movies with a showing of the picture “Old 
Ironsides” and may follow it with another celluloid drama before 
getting into its regular play acting season. The Shubert-Rialto is 
to open next month with a Shubert musical show as yet unan- 
nounced. The Woodward Stock Company will again have the Em- 
press and will also begin’ operations next month. 

Whether or not the Grand Central will reopen its doors re- 
mains to be seen. The plan to establish [t as a long run house 
for big pictures has partly gone by the boards for the very simple 
reason that there are no big pictures available although several 
deals, now being talked over by the powers that be, may bring 
about a change. . 

Fox is going right ahead with his new Grand Avenue theater 
but it will be almost a year before he can throw his 6000 seats on 
the market and in the meantime the other houses will do what 
they can to meet that situation. when it arrives.

HE big cities are tired of movie cowboys. The apathy of audiences 
Te the sage brush films has been so marked during the last 

year that one leading film producer will stop making “Westerns” 
with the exception of four pictures still to be released. 


Other producers, considering similar action, learned curiously 
enough that in the southwest the cowboy films were the beat pull- 
ers. The boys out at Red Dog will knock off, after a 12-hour shift 
branding steers, and drive their Fords 20 miles to see their day's 
work on the screen. A further look around showed that all through 
the far west the riding-and-shooting pictures are the big attractions. 

It has been commonly supposed that it was the repressed city 
dwellers who found their emotional outlet in shooting irons and 
bronchos. If this ever was true, it is true no longer. Eastern 
audiences are now passing up the Western thrillers.

OVING picture producers, since outside capital began tight- 
\) Ree up production and distribution processes, have been hold- 
ing a lot of their films up to the light and taking a good look 
at them, and have also sought to check the possibilities of the eoun- 
try in absorbing the tnereasing output. One result of this has been 
the agreement that exhibitors throughout the country are oversold. 


For the first tlme producers have been primarily concerned with 
selling problems, as in the past exhibitors have taken their goods 
over the counter without much of a selling problem being involved. 
There is much talk of big mergers which will cut down the number 
of competing producers and lessen the surplus of films. 


The general result of the Inquiry has been reassuring, in Us 
bearing on the generally bearish talk of the last few months, It 
has been found, it is said, that the per capita expenditure on move 
ing pictures throughout the country is about $10.46 per year and 
that it has been steadily rising during the last two years, although 
this is hardly true in St. Louis, This is about 12 times the per 
capita expenditure for concerts.

HROUGHOUT hi® appearances 

as an artist, Offenbach still har- 

oored his youthful dreams of be- 
coming a composer, but he falied 
to make the proper impression with 
his compositions upon the directors 
of the Opera Comique. He did, 
however, succeed in landing the di- 
rectorship of the orchestra, for 
which he received a salary of 6000 
francs a year. 

Profitable as this post was at the 
time, Offenbach was not the type of 
man to prosper in it. For a genial, 
kind-hearted soul, he was frequent- 
ly “touched” by his musicians, and 
so frequent were the requests for 
money from his men that one 
month he came home to his wife 
with only 150 francs. 

For five years Offenbach offi- 
ciated at the Opera-Comique as di- 
rector. His compositions, however, 
wére refused as being too light an4 
airy, and he was forced to content 
himself with working his composi- 
tions in as entractes, afterpieces 
and specialties. 

In 1855 the opportunity for which 
he had been waiting presented itself 
in the chance to lease a smal! thea- 
ter at a time when the Exposition 
was bringing thousands to Paris 
every week. 

It is perhaps unfortunate that 
Offenbach was forced into produc- 
tion in his own theater. For there 


js no doubt that his musical genius 


was such that with the proper en- 
couragement he might have turned 
out more great pieces than the one 
he did in “Tales of Hoffman.” But, 
forced into his own theater, his 
success was so instantaneous that 
he continued indefinitely to turn 
out frivolous compositions with 
prolific speed, though it is evident 
that he ever harbored the desire to 
create one enduring opera. 

During the 25 years of manage- 
ment of his own theater Offen- 
bach composed more than $0 op- 
eras. He gathered about him the 
best librettists, and besides his own 
compositions he produced with 
great success the music of other 
celebrated composers. 

He, in fact, became the most 
distinguished operatic personage of 
Paris, and his success extended ev- 
en to his social life, where he was 
the leader of a prominent and 
witty group of conversationalists, | 
his home becoming the center of 
merry and notable gatherings. 

Throughout his hectic career of 
composition and production Offen- 
bach always cherished, however. 
the desire to compose an opera in 
a loftier vein and mood. And ev- 
entually he turned to it with 
serious intent. Into it he poured 
his whole soul, and after months 
of arduous concentration he had 
virtually completed it. Toward the 
middle of September In 1880, he 
finished it and began-to supervise 
rehearsals. 

They had progressed by the 
afternoon of Oct. 3 to the last act, 
when Offenbach placed his hand 

hig heart and fainted. He offer- 
ed no comfort to the family which 
surrounded him, saying as he re- 
covered, “I think this night will 
be my last.” He died at 8:80 the 
next morning before he could en- 
joy seeing “Tales of Hoffman.” 

FFENBACH’S opera consists of 
(): prologue, three acts, and an 

epilogue. The introductory 
scene is laid in Nuremberg at Lu- 
ther’s tavern, a popular student 
resort. In the midst of a joyous 
companz Hoffman, a poet and the 
favorite of the entire group, enters 
with his friend, Nicholas, and joins 
the gay merrymaking. 

After the happy introductory 
greetings have been exchanged, 
Hoffman is called upon for a song. 
and he responds with the ballad of 
Kleinsach. Then, feeling the joy- 
ousness of the occasion and the 
company, he falls to reminiscing 
and volunteers to relate his three 
love affairs.

Israel was indicted for the murder of a 
priest.

The 
shooting occurred on the streets of Bridge- 
port about 7:45 p. m., and the murderer 
was seen by several people to flee rapidly 
from the scene of the crime and disappear.

Armed With Deadly Slings. 

Very probably, also, the Bolivian 
tribesmen were a trifle premature 
in their revolt, for, if reports are 
true, they were largely armed with 
clubs and = slings, whereas 
should have possessed an abundant 
supply of arms arranged for by the 
league. In the hands of the moun- 
tain Quichua or Aimara, the sling, 
however, is perhaps a more effi- 
cient and deadly weapon than a 
gun. With these ancient affairs, 
made of braided llama wool, the 
Indians of Peru or Bolivia can 
bring down a running victim at 60 
yeards.

Emily Roebling and a descendant 
of John A. Roebling, builder of 
the Brooklyn Bridge, recently 
gave the order for the yacht to 
Pusey & Jones, ship builders here. 
It was designed by the firm of 
Henry J. Gielow, Inc., naval ar- 
chitects. 

in its interior plan the yacht 
is very similar to a modern du- 
plex apartment. On the lower or 
Stateroom deck are seven state- 
rooms, with eight bathrooms. 
Each stateroom has its own pri- 
vate bath connecting. In the ex- 
treme after end on this same leve! 
are four large staterooms with 
bathrooms, for maids and valets. 

When Mr. and Mrs. Cadwalader 
go cruising, they will be quar- 
tered most luxuriously. Their 
suite will consist of a bedroom, 
two private baths, two private 
dressing rooms, sun room and a 
private living room. 

On the main deck is a continu- 
ous steel deckhouse containing

the owner's dining room, galley, 
pantry and a large living room. 
On the upper deck are two steel 
deckhouses, the forward one be- 
ing used as a large observation 
room with the captain's and wire- 
less operator’s quarters in the 
after end, while the other deck- 


house is used as the owner's 
smoking room. 

The Savarona, as the yacht 
will be called, will be heated 
by an elaborate thermofan sys- 
tem, combined with electric 
heaters. An automatic ventila- 
tion system and a large refrig- 


erating plant with ice boxes ca. 
pable of holding supplies for a 
year’s cruise are also being in- 
stalled. 

Even in the matter of nautical 
equipment there will be nothing 
to destroy the illusion of a float- 
ing townhouse. The Savarona 
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will be steered by means of the 
Sperry Gyro Pilot, the common 
nautical name for which is ‘Metal 
Mike.” With this device the ship 
is set upon her course and there 
after it is only necessary to check 
her position with sailing charts 
and maps. 

The Savarona will carry two 
tenders, one capable of 45 miles 
an hour and the other of 25 miles 
an hour, as well as two power- 
ful launches for the use of the 
crew and two life boats. 

The architect's preliminary 
drawing of the craft. very much 
as she will look when completed, 
shows a trim lined, full displace- 
ment ship, the welghts so placed 
and the hull so designed as to 
eliminate continuous pitching, 
while the hull structure is so ar- 
ranged as to prevent rolling. The 
Savarona will be 294 feet in 
length, 38 feet 3 Inch beam, 17 
foot draught, and will be powered 
with two 1500 h. p. Bessemer

Mrs. Cadwalader's yacht will be 
larger than James Gordon Ben- 
nett’'s famous yacht, the Lysistra- 
ta, which was of 1946 tons. The 
Lysistrata, prior to her sale to 
the Russian Government for hos- 
pital work in 1916, was consid- 
ered the last word in luxury. In 
size she was exceeded by only a 
few royal yachts. 

According to Lloyd's Registry 
the largest American owned yacht 
at present is Allison V. Armour’s 
Utowana, a converted merchant 
vessel of 1316 tons.
